* Courting Disaster": Harden's Outspoken 
Article, 


The following is the text of the article by 
Maximilian Harden, the publication of which

Thereby they are only courting the disasters 
which cannot fail to result from the break 
down of public confidence, which will be in- 
evitable when the real elements in" the situa 
tion become more generally knewn both by the 
soldiers at the front and by their people whom 
thev have left behind at home, 

* Resides this, the belief that success is al 
ready secured to our arms diminishes the en 
thusiasm for further fighting, the more so as 
many Germans are actually convinced that the 
Government declines to mako peace for pure 
‘lust of conquest. 

“ Tell the German people the truth, and the 
peace movement, which threatens formidable 
developments, will end um smoke If, on the 
contrary, you continue deceiving them, the 
ennsequences will be irreparable. 

“Rismarck would have avoided the mistakes 
made by the present rulers of Germany. In 
the first place, he would have put off any 
declaration of war until the moment when he 
was absolutely certain t to find himeelf 
faced by a crushing coalition of the enemy, 
in hereas (lermany threw berself into the con.

There was never a possibility of Germany 
winning unless she managed to smash one © 
the three great Allies —France, Russia, or 
England Any one of these three out af the 
way and she could easily have triumphed. 
Italy would have been vital only if she bad 
thrown her lot with the Central Powers, and 
-bung like a snapping dog on the flanks of 
France.

A SOUTH-SLAV STATE, 
——— 
SHORTER ROUTE TO THE 


EAST. 


Lecturing belore the Royal Geographical 
Society on “ The Adriatic Slavs and the Over- 
land Reute to Constantin a” Sie Arthur 
Evans explained the position of Jugo-Slav 
inhabitants of the Bast Adriatic regien and 
their desire to achieve national unity and in- 
dependence, with special regard to the in- 
terests of Italy and to those of Great Britein 
from the point of view of the balance of 
power in the Mediterranean and communica- 
tien with the East. . 

After describing the nature of the country 
and the part it hae played in ancient history, 
Sir Arthur Evans turned to the question of 
the proposed South Slavonic State. “Tt is 
essential,” he said, ' to realise the primary 
fact that in spite of the unbroken attachment 
of the Dalmatian cities to Latin culture, in 
spite of the long dominion of Venice over 
coast district and the currency there of the 
Venetian dialect as a lingúa franca, the main- 
land element based on the Save Valley has 
once more triumphetl over the whole Dinaric 
area, including Dalmatia, as well as its hinter- 
land. As it was once Roman so it is now 
Serbo-Croat. To-day Dalmatia is the centre 
of the South Slav nationalist movement that 
aims at the eventual union ef. all its com 
ponent provinees with Serbia and the forma 
tion of a Jugo-Slav or South Slavonic State. 
Who holds the valley of the Drave and Save 
has the best chance of eventually controlling 
not only the mountainous interior of Bosnia 
arid Herzegovina, but the maritime region of 
Dalmatia, to which the lateral valleys of the 
Dinarte Alps afford many points of access. 
le attempt to hold the mountains from the 
sea frowt is sooner or later doomed to failure 
To attempt to held the sea front without the 
meuntains is an oqually precarious endeavour, 
the more so in face of the racial bonds 
that now bind together the whole area 

From the great rivers to the Adriatic 
this Dinaric region ia one and indivisible. Bat 
this conclusion, at once geographical and poll

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ADMIRAL BACON'S DESPATCH, 


RECOMMENDATIONS FOR 
GALLANTRY.

SIR,—Ín the summer and autumn 
year circumstances enabled offensive 
tions to be undertaken from the sea at certam 
points on the Belgian coast. It is unnecessary 
to enter into the reasons for the various opera 
tions or the exact objectives attacked, since 
these are well known to their lordalipes. 

In all cases great care has been taken to 
confine the fire of the guna to objectives of 
military or naval. importance, so as to inflict 
the minimum of loes of life and distress on the 
civil population, the larger number of whom 
are our allies. In order t) carry this principle 
inte effect, it has at times been ne essary to 
modify and even postpone projected attacks 
The results, therefore, fave been effective 
rather than sensationa! 
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This immense wave of refugees. for ed to 
leave Lithuania, has imundated the whele of 
Russa, as far as the Ural Mountains and the 
small towns of Siberia. They are to be counted 
by millions. Their misery is without limit 
Horrible drama after drama is being enacted. 
without words being able to express the horror 
of the existence of these poor people who have 
been dragged from their native aoil and 
“whose lives seem to have no other object, 
henceforth, than that of adding sorrow after 
sorrow to the pain which already bears them 
down. i
